LONDON ()—Britain ac- 
cused Russia today of trying to 
run the western powers out of 
Berlin, of keeping thousands of 
Germans in concentration camps 
and of attempting to sabotage 
Europe’s economic recovery, 

The charges were laid down 
in a 46,000-word white paper on 
the Berlin crisis negotiations in 
Berlin and in Moscow. 

In general ‘terms, the state- 
ment duplicated that issued by 


the United States Sept. 27. But
